I don't 
remember just how many millions 
3f tons of equipment were landed 
in Africa, but whatever it was it 
»vas plenty. 
We brought ashore 


three-quarters of it. We also 
hold the record for unloading ef 
troops and equipment in one day. 


"When we left Italy it was like 


leaving our outfit behind, 
as it 


was there we were reorganized. 
We had to do n lot of traininj 
there so we could handle the jo! 
we are doing now. We left on a 
large transport and when the ship 
had pulled out every tug, invasion 
barge and every other kind of a 
boat that was in port came out 
and gave us a send-oiT. They all 
blew their whistles and kept go- 
ine; around our ship. The troops 
3n shore, and other people, couldn't 
understand what was going on. It 
was a great feeling and brought 
tears to my eyes and everybody 
else's, .UD to the highest officer. I 
hope we will be able to do as gooa 
a job in this outfit."

On Winston Churchill's recent (light to 


Belgium, to see what was going on across 
the Channel, he stared at the ruined fortress 
city of Jtiolich and remarked, "There will 
not he any unemployment around here after 
the war." 


That is probably true, not only there, but 


throughout Europe and England and in all 
of the oilier nations that are able to get 
building materials. Never in all the world 
has there been such a job of reconstruction 
as now awaits the foreign building industry. 
Not only must the ruined cities and villages 
be rebuilt, where that is possible or desirable, 
but there must be new construction for the 
populations that have been increasing almost 
everywhere and lacking living facilities in 
the cities especially. 


It will be thrilling, when the war is over, 


to see the wave of new construction sweeping 
over our own country, and the new housing 
styles and materials coming with it. 


THE OTHER BRYAN '• 


The late Charles W. Bryan got his political 


start through being the older brother of 
William Jennings Bryan, but did fairly well 
on his own account. He was elected governor 
of Nebraska three times, and in 1924 was 
the Democratic candidate for vice- president. 


John W. Davis, the presidential nominee, 


selected him as his running-mate to win the 
elder Bryan's support, which otherwise 
might not have been forthcoming for a law- 
yer retained professionally by J. P. Morgan. 
Bryan.did support the ticket, but after the 
prolonged Madison Square convention dead- 
lock, with its battle between William G. 
McAdoo and Al Smith, no Democratic ticket 
that year had much chance. 


While Charles Bryan failed in his attempt 


to be elected senator, he figured largely in 
Nebraska politics, and apparently had more 
practical executive ability than his more 
famous brother. 


HITLER'S LEGACY 


. As the greatest of wars grinds to its end, 
wild statements attributed to Hitler in a 
speech delivered on February 24 seem more 
plausible than when they were uttered. He 
cannot do everything he threatened, but he 
can come so near it that his name will be 
remembered with loathing and hatred for a 
hundred or even a thousand years. 


In the speech referred to, he talked of 


revenging the loss of the war by leaving the 
whole country a wreck. He was so bitter that 
he called himself a victim of "the biggest 
treason in history," and said he intended "to 
leave only ruins, rats and epidemics to the 
Bolshevists. Jews and plutocrats." He named 
the infamous Geslapo leader, Heinrich 
Himmlcr, as his "special commissioner of 
destruction" of German cities and industries, 
and threatened lo use the German air force 
against his own people. 


Whether he really meant it or not. things 


in the German Reich seem to bc shaping up 
somewhat in the manner he described. It 
will rx? a fitting end for the most crazy and 
villainous system of life and government ever 
undertaken by men professing to be civilized 
ami sane. But he can be thanked for two 
things, lie kcpl his promises—or tried to— 
and Ihcivln- showed Hie civilized world what 
lo avoid for liic HOM thousand years.

A heavy propaganda as 
siiult presages, each alteration in the ollicial line o 
the government, f recently called atlention to tin 
widespread attacks 
on 
Chiang Kai-shek sine 


Yalta. When Lin Vu-tanK returned from China 
tell the truth about the Communists there, ho «'a 
attacked by Americans most of whom could no 
know whether what Lin reported was correct o 
not. 
When William L. While, a line editor 
am 


author in his own right, reported on what be him 
self saw in Russia, he was viciously attacked by 
many Americans, some of whom lack his record fo; 
veracity and objectivity. 


In this country we have never limited freedom 


of expression, freedom to sueak or to write to those 
who are declared to be right pllicially. 
We have 


always, since the beginning, insisted upon-the rish 
to differ, Ihc right to seek for, to probe for th( 
truth. And nobody has a monopoly on all the 
truth.

So, the Kiwanis Club of Memphis apologised to 


lie mayor of the city, who had presided, 
for 


ftickcnbflcker's speech. It was one of those silly 
genuflections 
to the politician. The resolution 


stated that the club did not know that Eddie woulc 
make a "partisan political" speech. I suppose thai 
.hey expected such a man to talk about the com- 
position of the moon or why icicles form on the 
vings of planes, i£ they do. They admitted that 
hey expected him to discuss 
"Americanism," a 


•cry involved subject which Alexander Hamilton 
:tarted one day and Thomas Jefferson another. 


The point is that this particular club was 


jrovellinK in the dust of unity. They were afraid 
hat someone might suspect them of believing dif- 
crcntly from the pattern set by that Memphis 
)hilosopher, Mr. Crump. 
So they apologized for 


istcning to another point of view' as expressed by 
one of America's authentic heroes and an honesl 
mind. 


I only cite this example because it is one ol 


nmdreds. Every lecturer and speaker, men like 
Channing Pollock, Fulton Ourslcr, Fulton Lewis 
r., Upton Close, Dr. Ruth Alexander, and so many 
others are subjected to pressures to obey and to 
conform, to avoid differences, to fit themselves to 
i pattern, to repeat what they believe to be false 
o repeat even lies—because if Hcs are repeated 
often enough, they are slogani/.cd into appareni 
ruth. Americans must, in self-defense, learn to re 
sist this. We arc at war with Hitler because he 
nsistcd upon unity of thought and belief—we must 
not be defeated by his ideas and methods any more 
ban by his armies.

NOT ALWAYS APPENDICITIS 


When pain occurs in the right lower side of the 


ibdomcn it is natural to suspect appendicitis. That 
lain in this region is often due to neuralgia is now 
"Minted out by Drs. J. R. Sheplcr and C. L. Young in 
lilitary Surgeon, Washington, D. C. These physi- 
ians find that the pain occurs in the outer wall of 
he abdomen itself and is not clue to any condition 
f the appendix or other organs in the abdomen, 
'he wall of the abdomen is made up of skin, cov- 
ring of the muscles, the muscles themselves and 
tie'Jining of the abdominal w.ill—the ijcritoneum. 
\s it is really a neuralgia then the same causes ore 
o blame for this pain as in other organs or parts 
f the body. These causes are infection or some 
icchanical condition. 


The infections causing neuralgia arc teeth, gums, 


onsils. and infections ol nofc. throat and bronchial 
ubes. By the time the infoctiun disaivpcars. the 
euralgia in lower right abdominal wall apixMrs but 
ic patient, and perhaps the physician also, may not 
uspcct the pain as due to, and following; the in- 
ection.

Babson Forecasts Higher Postwar 


Living Cost* 


Babson Park, Mass., March 16— 
t may cost you 20 per cent more' 
o live after the war than it did 
efore Hitler blew the lid off in 
939. In other words, your 1939 
lollar may then probably be only 
0 cents. Since your pay envelope 
rill probably be thinner than it is 
low, this is something to worry 
ibout! 


What Arc Living Costs? 


Here is what the bespectacled 


irofessor means when he warns 
'ou that the cost-of-living is go- 
ng to 7.oom: He means that your 
rroccry bill will be bigger than 
tefore the war, even though you 
>uy the same amount of food. He 
means that you will pay 537.50 for 
n overcoat when you used to pay 
30. Your fuel, laundry, t and ice 
ills arc going to edge higher, 
fliat 5-ccnt candy bar will shrink 
n size or swell In price to 6-cents 
r 7-cents. The landlord, the furni- 
ure dealer, the ticket seller—they 
•ill all "put the bite" on your 
•eckly pay envelope for a bigger 
hew than before Hitler. 
After World War I the cost-of- 
ving reached a peak which was 


more than 15 per cent above our 
resent abnormally high levels, 
hat established the all-time rec- 
rd for this country. Since there 
•ere then none of the controls 
•hich the present government has 
mposed, cost of the average mar- 
et basket increased about 130 per 
ent to its 1920 top. Housewives 
ho were buying food at that time 
gutter at Sl.OO a pound: sugar at 
5 cents) arc not so afraid of post- 
•ar prospects as our younger 
topic who have become used to 
eprcssion prices. 


Learning to Economize 


As a matter of fact, living costs 
re at present averaging close to 
wse of 1923-192G. and arc only 
per cent or 3 per cent above 


929. This is high enough to give 
ou consumers plenty of head- 
dies. Today is none too soon to 
art the wise practice of getting 
ic most for your money. After 
ic war. when prices arc still high 
nil total take-home pay is con- 
dcrably lower, you will benefit 


the doctrine of "bargain" shop- 
ping. When the Japs are knocked 
out this is going to be more im- 
portant than ever. Right now there 
isn't much choice of brands on 
grocers' shelves, but after the war 
it will be a different story. You 
should be able to keep your living 
costs down to a remarkable extent 
by buying the less widely adver- 
tised grades of canned goods, the 
less popular cuts of meat, day-old 
bread and cake, etc. They are just 
as nourishing and palatable as the 
more expensive foods. 


Gauging the Future 


Here is my forecast of the pat- 


tern of living costs over the years 
ahead: There is not likely to be 
any great change until the Europ- 
ean conflict is ended. Not only 
after that happy event, thu out- 
look is for some deflationary pres- 
sure on the cost-of-iiving. Unem- 
ployment and the shifting of full 
war focus to the Pacific area is 
bound temporarily to curtail pub. 
lie demand for goods. 


Reconversion will begin to take 


hold shortly thereafter. Combined 
with the still-high Jap-war, pro- 
duction, civilian output will begin 
to.take up the.slack in employ- 
ment and case the buying reluc- 
tance of the public. By the time 
the Nipponese yell "Uncle!", (or 
their equivalent for it), the cost- 
of-living should be moving grad- 
ually upward again. 


Danger of Inflation . Panic 


From then on, "the picture de- 


pends partly upon whether or not 
price curbs are maintained. If the 
controls are thrown out by a Con- 
gress weary of wartime, restraints, 
get ready for a real "inflation 
panic". If curbs are approved, 
there will still be pressure on the 
jpside, but it will be reasonable. 
From my studies, both political 
and economic. I have come to the 
conclusion that the living cost run- 
away of 1920 will not be repeated 
after this war. 


Rather, some system of price 


controls may go on for several 
years, r have spoken in favor of 
ihis procedure before. I repeat at 
this time that without the O.P.A.

Elections Are Corrupt

though the Senate Committee in- 
vestigating campaign expenditures 
wrote a' 250-page report, It did 
not put its finger on the real rea- 
son why American political elec- 
tions are corrupt. 
' 


That reason Is the failure of the 


prosecuting arm ol the govern- 
ment to cnforc the law_ against 
members of its own political party. 


So long as the Department of 


Justice is responsible to a suc- 
cessful candidate for the presi- 
dency, no questions will ever be 
pursued which touch the sup- 
porters of that candidacy. 


The Senate Committee has re- 


ported, for instance, that existing 
statutes are construed by the De- 
partment of Justice to mean that 
labor unions are banned from 
making contributions during a 
campaign but that they can ex- 
pend out of their treasuries any 
imounts they please which have 
been accumulated before a cam- 
jaign or during a campaign. A 
Ine distinction is being drawn by 
:he Department of Justice -bo- 
ween "contributions" and "expen- 
ditures," something that somehow 
never emerged until labor unions 
wanted to spend their dues to 
carry on political campaigns. 


Yet the Congress, in the Smith- 


~onnally Law, specifically added 
labor unions to tlie scope of the 
federal Corrupt Practices Act, 
putting them on a parity with cor- 
wrations and banks. Does anyone 
wlleve that if the corporations in 
the last campaign had spent out 
of their treasuries money to ad- 
vance the candidacy of a RepuMi- 
:an and there had been no ban on 
abor union contributions, the De- 
>artment of Justice would have 
found no basis for a prosecution? 


The answer is that corporations 


know the laws will bc enforced 
against them and it is doubtful 
whether any such expenditures 
were made by them. Individuals

Churchill flung his battle-banner 


during a conference of the now 
dominant 
Conservative 
party 


which he heads. He served notice 
that, contrary to widespread ex- 
pectations, he not only has no in- 
tention of abandoning the premier- 
ship at tile end of the war, but 
plans lo carry right on into the 
peace. 


With Uiat he proclaimed his 


platform. Lashing out at "our So- 
cialist friends," he declared their 
program "for nationalizing all the 
means of production, distribution 
and exchange," would imply "not 
only destruction of the whole ex- 
sling system of society and life 
and labor, but tHc creation and 
enforcement of another system or 
systems borrowed from

Only the election can tell us 


how much England has changed. 
It's possible that "our Socialist 
friends," as Churchill calls them— 
most of whom belong to the La- 
bor party—may return a majority. 
However, as things now look the 
Conservatives have very promising 
chances. 


Churchill seems to have taken 


much wind out of the opposition 
sails by laying down a sweeping 
program of postwar reforms which 
include many of the labor de- 
mands. The coalition war-govern- 
ment, in'Which the Labor party 
is. represented, has approved this 
program. 


Probably the most potent ele- 


ment in this situation, however, is 
the fact that the whole country I* 
almost worshipful of the man who 
brought England through the. war 
—a. feeling that's outside politics. 
It's certain that the people will 
find it hard to 'deny -'Winnie" any- 
thing although there's much politi- 
cal opposition to him. . •

Iwo Saves Superforts

U. S. Pacific Fleet Headquarters, 


Guam, March 16 t/P/'_Iwo Jima 
has saved about 30 Superfortresses 
and their crews from probable de- 
struction, the 2Ist Bomber Com- 
mand reported today, disclosing 
the first dividends from the costly 
island for which perhaps 
4,000 


United States Marines paid' with 
their Jives. 


An air force spokesman said 30 


B-29s returning from the three 
great incendiary raids within the 
last week on major Japanese in- 
dustrial cities landed at Iwo to re- 
fuel or for .emergency repairs. 
Without the island, he said, most 
of them never would have reached 
their Marianas bases. The lives of 
approximately 330 men were at 
stake in the big bombers. 


The battle for Iwo, now 26 days 


old, was still being fought bitterly 
against steadily 
dwindling, but
